KINNEY AND CAMPBELL

East Has Difficulty Keeping 
Order, But Finally Calm is 
Restore 


The wild scenes witnessed at the 
meeting of the council last night were 
repeated there this morning. 

Alderman May ona point of privilege 
deplored the condition of affairs last 
night. The language used by Alder- 
man Calder to Alderman Clarke he 
claimed to be entirely out of order and 
not fit to be heard, especially in a 
mixed assembly. 

That this condition of affairs be not 
repeated, Alderman May moved that 
the council appoint a sergeant-at-arms 
whose duty it would be to see that the 
ruling of the chair is carried out, and 
that it be understood by the members of 
this council that if such ruling be not 
obeyed the offending member shall be 
thrown out. 

Alderman Calder immediately  ob- 
Jected to the statement made by Alder- 
man May, claiming that his statements 
were not out of place. 

Aldvrman Clarke Jumped to his feet 
and demanded that Alderman Calder 
take his seat and not repeat the state- 
ment. 

Several hot remarks were passed 
across the council chamber and finally 
Alderman Clarke shouted: “I will Itill 
you as sure as you are a foot high if 
you repeat these statements,” 

Alderman Calder calmly replied that 
he was not at all afraid. 

“You daren’t repeat them outside of 
this hall,” said Alderman Clarke. 

Alderman East was In the chair and 
had difficulty in restoring order. 

Aldermen Kinney and Campbell sta- 
ted that they did not think the motion 
of AldentansMay should be pressed at 
this time, and. that the members of the 
council should get down to business. 

The matter was then dropped und 
the council took up the regular work. 

Give Unemployed Meal. 

Acting on recommendations made to 
the council by Alderman Clarke, the 
council this morning instructed T, M. 
Turnbull to prepare to give the un- 
employed men in the city one meal 
today to keep them from starving. 
Alderman Clarke stated that this was 
absolutely necessary as there were 
several hundred of them that had not 
had anything to eat since last night at 
supper time. As soon as the metion 
was passed the instructions were given 
to Mr. Turnbull in person, a8 he ap- 
peared at that moment in the council 
chamber. It is expected that the 
south side sewer work will start to- 
morrow if all arrangements can be 
made today. 

The council approved this morning 
the recommendation of the sinking 
fund board to loan to Kenneth McLeod 
the sum of $350,000 to complete the 
building across the street from the post 
office. The best of security has been 
put up by the owners, 

The council passed unanimously the 
fair wage clause this morning, and 
this will be embodied as a part of all 
contracts entered into by the city in 
future. The hours and wages have 
already been published in the columns 
of the Capital. 

Grants To Institutions. 

The council approved the following 
grants to the social and other institu- 
tions in the city: Young Men's 
Christian Association, $1,500; Salva- 
tion Army, $200; Alberta Musical Fes- 
tival, $500; Beulah mission, $950; 
Young Women's Christian Association, 
$1,200; Ruthenian home, $250, The 
chairman of the safety and health com- 
mittee, to whom these grants were re- 
ferred, spoke of the merits In each case. 
Several of the aldermen referred to the 
yood work done, especially by the 
y.W.C.A. and the Beulah mission.
